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The Supply Office of the Soviet Far East Command has reorganized, consolidated 
and placed under its direct control the supply and service organs of the 
Chinese Communist Volunteer Army, including those for the Chinese Comunist 
Aid Korea and Aid Democratic Republic of Vietnam volunteer armies.l All 
supplies for these units will be allocated and controlled by the Supply Office. 
In the future, the Office will procure military materiel based on the progress 
of the fighting in Korea and in Vietnam, and on the basis of Soviet military 
strategy in the Far East. 


The South China Branch of the Soviet Far Fast Military Command recently ordered 
CH'EN Ch! iu-huan CPR $k ## ), Chinese Commnist purchasing agent in Hong Kong, 
to buy quantities of gasoline, tires and various types of metal goods. Because 
the Kuang Ta (#, 4 ) Company, Hong Kong, has "special personal relations" 

with suppliers of such goods, it has been handling some of the yurchasing and 
shipping. As of early November the Soviet Far East Command Supply Office was 
negotiating with T'AN Jung (23 &% ) and YIN Ming (# a4), manager and assistant 
manager respectively of the Kuang Ta Company, to buy these items. 


T'AN and YIN, who formerly had ontacts with Chinese Commnist economic agencies, 
have an office on the first floor of the Sung Hsiu Hsi ( #: #% i ) Company, 
Hong Kong. 7
